"For all of the purposes of the Act to which 
this Act is a supplement, no person shall be- 
cause of race, religious principles, color, 
national origin or encestry bo subject to any 
discrimination.’

WHAT WAS THE PREVIO'S POLICY? 


The policy was one of complete or partial segregation. Complete 
Segregation prevailed in four projects A,B,C,D, that were exclu- 
sively for white families. Partial segregation applied in the 

s following occupancy patterns 
prevailed: E and F white and Negro tenants lived in different 
buildings separated fron each other by a street or playground: 

G the Negro families lived in one building, set-off in the corner 
of the project: H white and Negro families lived in alternate 
buildings. 


WHAT IS 


Projects A,B,C,D, are no longer erelustvely for white tenants, 
Negro families in project ^ now number 22, in project B 25, in 
project C l2, and 13 in project 5. The fanilies in projects E 
and F are no longer separated by streets or playgrounds. The 
formerly ell-Negro buildings in project G now house 7 white 
families, while 20 Negro fanilies have become tenants in the 
formerly all-white buildings, In project H, the policy of 
assigning white and Negro families in alternate buildings no 
longer prevails, 


WHAT IS TH7 SITUATION NO BY BUILDINGS? 


In September, 1950, A,B,C,D, aggregated 61 buildings housing only 
white families, Now these same projects have only 13 buildings 
with no Negro families living in them, Projects E and F had 15 

o families and 6 buildings occupied by 
s occupied by eS families and l, 
buildings occupied by white families. Now 3 has only 2 buildings 
without mixed tenants. Project G has both white and Negro ten- 
ants in all buildings. Project H has 3 buildings (out of 11) 
yet to house integrated families. 


WHAT ARS TUZ RESULTS? 

a. ‘he fears that were anticipated did not come about, 
b. No friction or incidents of any kind have occurred. 
c. Evidence from the Interracial Housing study 


shows 
that there is increasingly friendliness and lessen- 
ing of prejudice. 


The rate of integration is dependent to sone degree 
on the number of move-outs occurring every month.
